utid that in trying to cscapo with his family 
Mr. Sliryock hud been severely shot and 
robbed of a largo amount of monoy. A cor- 
respondent upon reaching tbo place found 
Mr. Shryock in bod nt a miighbort house, 
sufruring from tho effects of a serious, though 
not noccsinrily fatal, pistol wound in the loft 
log near tho thigh, and surrounded by a fo* 
neighbors and his family, while down tho 
raid a short distance appeared tha smoking 
ruins of his lato homo. When questioned ho 
gave tbo folloiving account of tho tragedy: 


Ho had returned to Olney Thursday from 


Cincinnati with about $800, the proceeds 
from a stock shipment, and while horo ob- 
tained enoufih from the! bonk and other 
sources to trutko abount $1,400, mid with this 
amount on his person ho atortod lioaio in 
company with a young f riond in tho buggy. 
He reached homo unmolested, walking nearly 
two miles of tho distance, and rctirod about 9 
o'clock. During tho evening ho claims to
